On September 26 and 27 the Gainesville Amateur Radio Society 
provided communications for the National Multiple Sclerosis 
Society, North Florida Chapter for their “‘M.S. 150 River Ride ’87 
Bike Tour.’

We used 
the repeater for all communications and were never out of range of 
it.

Lennie Hindler, K2AQM; Larry Donnelly, N4QYS; ‘‘Andy’’ An- 
derson (from Ocala), N4JAQ; Earle Jones, NF40. On Sunday we 
were joined by Dick Peterson, W4KFA. I believe all of us had a 
wonderful time and were able to perform a very necessary func- 
tion. 

We were informed at the Banquet on Saturday Night that the 
efforts of the entire group resulted in pledges of $22,000 for the 
Society’s fight against Multiple Sclerosis. A wonderful experience 
for all.

Dear Andy: LETTERS 

Reference is made to letter, IRARC, Subject: Frequency Assignment to OARC “Super 

paseek copy attached as Encl. (note the date on the letter is erroneous, it should read 
5) 

Reference correspondence, which was dispatched to the FRC on October 5th, is fur- 
nished for your information and possible publication in Florida Skip. Since the letter is 
self-explanatory, we will not bore you here with repetition. However, we would like to 
point out that assignment of channels to users who plan to utilize unusually high and ef- 
ficient antennas should be assigned with extreme caution. Our experience would indicate 
that 15 kcs separation is definitely inadequate for these so-called super machines. It 
appears that, if the FRC does not act favorable on our request, our repeater of long official 
standing, the 147.03 machine in Cocoa Beach, will be effectively silenced except for 
communications in the city itself. This would appear true also for the 147.00 repeater in 
Palm Bay and the 147.03 rig in Orlando. 

We have no objection to the operations of super machines but believe they should be 
granted operating channels that insure against adjacent channel interference with other 
officially established existing repeaters. A rig with highly efficient antennas 1400 ft. up 
put out an overwhelming signal and should receive special attention when it comes to 
assigning a frequency pair. 

We are sending a copy of reference to the Director SE Division, ARRL with comment in 
hopes he may be able to be of assistance. 

Any assistance you can furnish in the way of alerting Hams in Florida of the problem 
would be greatly appreciated. By the way, Andy, if you decide to publish the attached 
letter, werecommend that you delete the next to the last paragraph concerning dues!

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GUEST EDITORIAL 
TWO METER INTERFERENCE 

We have a serious problem\in the Cocoa Beach, Merritt Island 
area as the result of, in my opinion, some very poor decisions by 
our Florida Repeater Council. We have had a repeater on 147.03 
Mhz for years. Just recently Orlando put a super repeater on 
147.015 Mhz with a range to cover the State of Florida with antenna 
at a height of 1400 Ft. on a TV tower. The net result is with present 
state-of-the-art equipment, stations outside a range of 10 to 15 miles 
of our repeater, namely the Titusville, Melbourne area, etc., can 
not now hear our repeater on 147.03 when the 147.015 repeater is on 
the air due to adjacent channel interference. Conversely the 
stations in the immediate area of the 147.03 repeater cannot hear 
the 147.015 repeater due also to adjacent channel interference. 


The net result is the loss of use by many persons of an existing 
repeater and the same loss of use of a new repeater by new users in 
the affected areas. To me it seems like use of the 15 Khz split is not 
deemed sensible at this time. This same condition can also occur 
anywhere within the 200-mile-plus range of this repeater if the 
same combination of frequencies exists. This also is happening on 
other frequencies, for instance in Oak Hill a repeater on 146.835 is 
experiencing the same condition with a repeater on 146.820 in the 
Orlando area. This proves to me that with our present equipment 
use of these splits is not in the best interest of Amateur Radio at this 
time. 


I suggest that the Repeater Counsil re-examine their assignment 
of frequencies. There are, for instance, a total of 29 frequencies 
assigned to the Orlando area alone, according to the ARRL 
Repeater Directory. Why it makes sense to put a super power 
repeater right in the middle of existing operating repeaters is a 
question I would like answered by the Repeater Council. I realize 
the repeater is tone access but it still puts out a RF signal regar- 
dless. This can occur anywhere in the state but we now have the 
problem in this area. 


My second point is, I understand the Repeater Council is also 
contemplating dividing the state into areas and assigning different 
EIA tones for use in those areas. This is foolhardy again. Not all 
equipment is multi-tone access equipped. It costs $30 to $50 per unit 
to install tone equipment and with Florida being a tourist state, not 
all visitors are so equipped. I think use of one tone in the entire state 
would be a better choice for all concerned. If interference is a 
problem, reduce repeater power or antenna height. After all 2 
Meters is not meant to give coverage like 20 Meters. I wish all 
Florida Repeater Clubs would discuss this matter and write the 
Repeater Council and stop this monster before it ruins our present 
allocation of repeater frequencies.

EQUIPMENT MODIFICATION COMPENDIUM

BERNOULLIS RUNNING LOW SAY PILOTS 
(From GEARVAKTf, Newsletter) 

GEARVAKf members and other hams who are airplane pilots 
should take note of a new secret study report by the Federal 
Aviation Administration that tells flying in congested airspace 
“‘dangerous.’’ According to the study, too many airplanes are using 
the sky and sometimes they run into one another. A statement by 
Alfred Airfoil, President of the Aeroplane and Drivers Association, 
says the study didn’t go far enough and identify the cause of the 
danger. Airfoil said, ‘The real reason it’s dangerous to fly around 
big airports is that all those big planes are using up the Bernoulli 
supply making our little airplanes hard to handle.” (According to 
Dr. Phugoid G. Dutchroll, GEARVAKf’s Director of Aviation, 
Bernoullis are as important to airplane wings as Hertzes are to 
radio —Ed.). Mr. Airfoil suggested that the FAA face up to the 
problems of the Bernoulli shortage and establish Bernoulli use 
factors for all large airports. He called for “immediate Bernoulli 
rationing for all airplanes with wingspans of over 40 feet.”” When 
contacted about Airfoil’s statements, FAA spokesperson Jamiee 
Leigh Gyro, said that ‘‘Mr. Airfoil is obviously one wing short.”

ARMY MARS 
A LIFETIME IN RADIO

Earle Jones received his first Amateur (W2BPB) and Com- 
mercial License on the same day in August 1928. This was when 
Amateurs were permitted to use 100 watts to transmit and com- 
municated via CW only. For the next three-and-one-half years he 
traveled the world as a commercial radio operator operating 
“spark-gap”’ rigs until vacuum tubes became available. Never- 
theless, he did find time to become a charter member of the ARMY 
AMATEUR RADIO SYSTEM, the forerunner of MARS. AARS was 
deactivated during the war (WWII) and the MILITARY 
AMATEUR RADIO SYSTEM established in November 1948. It was 
renamed the MILITARY AFFILIATE RADIO SYSTEM in 1952 and 
the DEPARTMENT OF DEFENSE formalized the composition, 
mission, functions and organization of MARS January 1, 1962. 

When World War II was declared he was employed by RCA and 
sent to the Meditarraneai. As the Army moved north Earle moved 
with it and was located in Rome when the war ended. 

When he returned to the states he was employed by Mackey 
Radio specializing in matching the impedance between tran- 
smitters and multi-frequency antennas. This was back when many 
antennas were fed by 600 ohm parallel leads. This lead him into the 
missile field where he worked in Southern California and Ohio 
where he was employed by the Goodyear Tire and Rubber Com- 
pany. After being a consultant on several projects he retired in 
1963. 

Since then he has done a number of things. First he reinstated his 
Amateur License and now is NF40. Incidentally, he still does more 
than 35 WPM which was required when he obtained his first 
commercial license. 

His station is essentially complete and he is active in all modes 
except packet, but anticipates using it in the near future. 

Earle is active in the Gainesville Amateur Radio Society which 
includes being the District Emergency Coordinator, a member of 
RACES and the Chief Volunteer Examiner. For the past five years 
he has been teaching Radio at the Santa Fe Community College. 
Among all of these things he also finds time to participate in Field 
Day and the 150-mile River Run for Multiple Sclerosis. Finally he 
joined ARMY MARS a few months ago and now is ANCS on three 
nets. 
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FLORIDA PACKET NEWS

September and early October have been a busy month in packet. 
On Sept. 19 there was a meeting of the Southern Region Packet 
Networking Committee (PNC) in Sunrise, FL and the Northern 
Region PNC had their meeting in Ocala, FL on Oct. 3. The PNC isa 
committee of FADCA (Florida Amateur Digital Communications 
Association). The results of these meetings demonstrated that 
networking is very much alive and well in the state. For those of 
you wondering what networking is, much less a meeting about it, 
keep reading. 

Well, by now you have probably heard with packet radio the 
repeaters we use can link together. This means that a station in 
Gainesville can talk to a station in Orlando by repeating through 
the Gainesville, Ocala and Orlando digipeaters. And the latest 
software in the digipeaters can actually link the digipeaters 
together along a route so that a more reliable connection to a 
distant station is maintained. This means that when a digipeater is 


. installed it must not only cover the city where it is installed, but be 


able to hear and talk to the digipeaters in the neighboring cities. 
Also, we bulletin board operators have to align our automatic 
forwarding tables so that messages are moved through the system 
in a timely fashion. This is the heart of networking and why we 
must have statewide meetings. Good communication of the efforts 
in your neighboring cities is essential to meet the above goals. This 
is what creates one of the largest philosophical differences between 
packet and most of the rest of amateur radio. Networking means 
that a positive and enthusiastic attitude toward cooperation and 
compromise are essential or there can be no network. This is why 
the enthusiasm and positive communications apparent at the 
meetings this month were such a welcome experience. 

Bill Piazza, KB4QVY, has accepted the position of the Southern 
Region Networking Assistant Chairman of the PNC (Packet 
Networking Committee). As I said last month I was nominated as 
the Florida Networking Chairman of the PNC. This committee is 
made up of bulletin board, digipeater/node operators and other 
individuals from the various cities. Local communities are en- 
couraged to elect a representative and alternate for this com- 
mittee. The main purpose of the committee is to hold statewide 
meetings, where policies and suggestions about networking can be 
made. We realize the needs of local communities are different and 
don’t wish to be envolved in their local politics. 

I encourage all of you to join FADCA that have an interest in 
packet radio. It is FADCA’s interest to help keep packet unified in 
Florida.
